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Church to 
be given 
new life 
as centre 

A CHURCH will be expand¬ 
ed and transformed into a 
new community hub in a 
bid to boost a rundown area 
of Cradley. 

Providence Methodist 
Church will also bring back 
a former 19th century Sun¬ 
day school building into use 
under the scheme. Church 
leaders said they wanted to 
retain the heritage of the 
site by also revamping dis¬ 
used land once home to a 
chapel for apartments. 

The plans include creat¬ 
ing a new entrance outside 
the church, off Windmill 
Hill, to improve access to 
the main buildings which 
are on two levels on the hill. 

The two-storey extension 
would also create a new en¬ 
trance ramp and handrail. 

The Reverend Robert 
Readshaw, who is in charge 
at Providence Church, said 
he was pleased the project 
was moving forward. 

“It is an exciting plan, 
but we have to get planning 
permission first. There has 
been quite a lot of work gone 
into the plans,” he said. 

The Sunday school build¬ 
ing, also known as the Car¬ 
penter’s Workshop, has 
been left empty for the past 
two to three years after 
tenants moved out. But 
the building would be reno¬ 
vated and become home to a 
branch of the Black Country 
Food Bank.

THE leader of Sandwell Council has 
pledged to use new powers to crack 
down on anti-social behaviour across 
the borough. 

Councillor Darren Cooper said new regula¬ 
tions under the Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime 
and Policing Act 2014 would enable the council 


to tackle problems at a 

Sandwell Council’s cab¬ 
inet is set to delegate new 
powers to senior council of¬ 
ficers so they can start using 
them straight away. 

Councillor Cooper said: 
“We’ve always been at the 
forefront of national initi¬ 
atives to tackle anti-social 
behaviour - with many 
successes in recent years 
to reduce its impact on our 
communities. 

“Sandwell feels like a 
safer place - but I still hear 
too many stories of inci¬ 
dents that affect people’s 
confidence to go out. We 
want to stop bad behaviour 
as soon as it starts. 

Crime 

“We’ll be making full use 
of these new powers to help 
stop anti-social behaviour 
getting out of hand, mak¬ 
ing sure the council, police, 
housing associations, fire 
service and other partners 
get involved at the earliest 
opportunity.” 

Since 2002/3, the total 
recorded crime in Sandwell 
has fallen by 54 per cent and 
22,091 fewer crimes were re¬ 
corded in 2013/14 compared 
to 2002/3. 

A new civil injunction 
order, set to come into 
force in March, will help 
organisations give a quick 
response to an individual’s 
anti-social behaviour, while 
the council and its partners 
will also have more ability 
to tackle noise, graffiti and

nuisance drinking. The time 
it takes to close down prob¬ 
lem homes and businesses 
or evict tenants causing nui¬ 
sance and disorder will be 
speeded up. 

The act also introduces 
two new tools to give vic¬ 
tims and communities a say 
in the way authorities deal 
with problems. 

The Community Trigger 
to allow victims to demand a 
review of their case and hold 
authorities to account where 
there has been no, or inad¬ 
equate, action in response 
to reports, and the Commu¬ 
nity Remedy which will give 
victims a say in out-of-court 
punishments of people com¬ 
mitting low-level crime and 
anti-social behaviour.

Pub protection is a victory for punters

CAMPAIGNERS who have secured 
greater protection for a Black Coun¬ 
try pub have urged others wary of the 
threat of developers to follow their 
lead. 

The Haden Cross in Cradley Heath 
is to be listed as an Asset of Com¬ 
munity Value after pressure from a 
friends group set up by people who 
live in the area. It comes after plans 
to build a Co-operative store on its car 
park off Halesowen Road were rejected 
by councillors. 

The ACV gives the Friends of Haden 
Cross the opportunity to bid for the 
pub should it be put up for sale. 


The group’s chairman Tim Haskey 
said: “It is the first pub in Sandwell to 
be granted the status and it is testa¬ 
ment to the group. We are trailblazers. 

“We sent over 300 tweets to Darren 
Cooper (leader of Sandwell Council) 
and that lobbying has paid dividends. 

“It is concrete recognition that the 
community want to keep this as a pub, 
so if any plans come up to change its 
use we will come down on them like a 
ton of bricks. It gives us a little bit of 
power and a little bit of clout.” 

He said: “We would advise other 
groups who want to protect the lon¬ 
gevity of a pub to do the same, even if 


they are comfortable with the current 
owners. It only takes 21 like-minded 
members to start getting that protec¬ 
tion in place. I would recommend any¬ 
one who cares about their community 
pub to do it.” 

The Haden Cross is just one of 202 
pubs bought by Jersey-based property 
developers New River Retail for £90 
million last year. 

Mr Haskey acknowledged that the 
threat still remained to the pub but 
said the community feels less anxious 
now the ACV has been secured. 

He said: “We’re a happy bunch but 
we’re not winding down.” 


Motorbike 
rider ban 
as chase 
hit 95mph 

A MOTORCYCLIST who 
hit 95mph on a stolen su¬ 
perbike during a police 
chase has been banned from 
the road for 18 months. 

Leon Barratt, aged 22, 
drove on the wrong side of 
the road, went straight over 
an island and only narrowly 
missed an oncoming lorry 
before he eventually crashed 
into a roundabout on March 
23 last year. 

Judge Andrew Lockhart 
QC, sitting at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court, said Bar¬ 
ratt had been ‘showing off. 
The court heard that unem¬ 
ployed Barratt was spotted 
by police driving at 75mph 
in a 50mph zone along the 
Black Country New Road in 
Wednesbury at 9.18pm. 

He was on an orange 
KTM 390 worth £4,500 that 
was stolen from a house 
in Tipton. Mr David Ben¬ 
nett, prosecuting, said that 
when an officer put on his 
lights and started following 
Barratt he accelerated to 
95mph. Barratt was said not 
to be directly connected to 
the theft of the bike or num¬ 
berplate which had belonged 
to a caravan in Tipton. 

Barratt, of Willenhall 
Road, Bilston, admitted 
dangerous driving and driv¬ 
ing without either a licence 
or insurance. He was given 
a six month jail term sus¬ 
pended for 18 months and 
told to do 150 hours of un¬ 
paid work. 

New school 
is on its way 

A NEW 1,200-place second¬ 
ary school will be built in 
Sandwell. It will be the first 
new school built in the bor¬ 
ough for 10 years and will 
be built on the former Lang¬ 
ley High School site on Moat 
Road in Oldbury. 

The plans were given the 
go-ahead by the Department 
for Education and construc¬ 
tion will begin as soon as 
planning permission is 
granted.

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Grandmother's death came after op 


A CORONER has ruled that the 
death of a grandmother was an ac¬ 
cidental side-effect of a necessary 
treatment. 

Zanib Bibi, aged 79, died when 
a temporary pacing wire, inserted 
into her arteries after she suffered 
a heart attack, perforated her right 
ventricle in November last year. 

Coroner Zafar Siddique ruled 
that Mrs Bibi, who was living at 
Beeches Road, Great Barr, with her 
son at the time of her death, would 
have died much sooner if the pro¬ 


cedure had not been carried out at 
Sandwell General Hospital on No¬ 
vember 14. 

In a statement at the inquest at 
Sandwell Coroner’s Court, Mrs Bi- 
bi’s family said she was a “lovely, 
jolly person” and that her death 
came as a complete shock. 

Mrs Bibi had been complaining 
of chest and abdominal pains in 
the days leading up to her death. 
She collapsed at her son’s Great 
Barr home and was immediately 
rushed to Sandwell General Hospi¬ 


tal, where doctors realised she was 
having a heart attack. 

The doctor treating Mrs Bibi, Dr 
Derek Connolly, said she was suffer¬ 
ing a heart attack at the bottom of 
her heart due to a blockage in her 
arteries. 

Mrs Bibi, who was originally from 
Pakistan, was placed on blood thin- 
ners and an operation was carried 
out to insert a temporary pacing 
wire into her artery. Later that 
night, due to the softening of arter¬ 
ies, the wire migrated, causing her 


sudden death. Mr Connolly said: 
“You should be assured my mor¬ 
tality rate is very low, just 2.31 per 
cent in more than 1,871 cases.We do 
fantastic work for the vast majority 
of patients and I am sorry Mrs Bibi 
was not one of them.” 

Coroner Mr Siddique ruled a 
narrative verdict. He said: “The 
operation that was performed was 
absolutely necessary and has recog¬ 
nised risks. If it had not been car¬ 
ried out Mrs Bibi would have passed 
away much sooner.” 


Mother and daughter 
in benefits claim fraud 



A BLACK Country mother and daugh¬ 
ter illegally pocketed almost £50,000 
in disability benefits while working at 
hospitals. 

Both denied the offences but were found 
guilty after separate trials held weeks 
apart. 

Sandwell General Hospital staff member 
Wendy Perry pocketed around £28,500 over five 
years, while her daughter Nicola Manson-Perry 
picked up more than £20,000 in a nine-year car¬ 
bon copy racket before being exposed. 

Both claimed they had difficulty walking. 

The daughter was given a 34-week jail term, 
suspended for two years, at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last week. Her mother will learn 
her fate next month. 

The 66-year-old mother received Disability 
Living Allowance payouts after claiming she 
could barely walk. She said she had to hold onto 
the wall for balance to ensure she did not fall 
or stumble while walking to her desk from the 
hospital car park. 

Increased 

The medical secretary alleged she had diffi¬ 
culty communicating and filling in forms. She 
increased the pay out by stating she needed con¬ 
stant care both day and night. 

Her daughter, 48-year-old Manson-Perry, with 
whom she lives in Warner Road, Wednesbury, 
was running a disability benefits fraud of her 
own that netted £20,404. 

She worked as a £22,000-a-year accounts clerk 
based at City Hospital, Birmingham and at one 
stage claimed it took her 10 minutes to walk two 
metres. 

Workmates never noticed any restriction to 
her mobility in the office, it was said. 

The mother alleged she had a variety of medi¬ 
cal problems while the daughter claimed to have 
a back condition and difficulty with her knee. 

It was never disputed that they had medical 
problems but both vastly exaggerated any result¬ 
ing disability. 

Department of Work and Pensions (DWP) in¬ 
vestigators spent four days secretly filming her 
walking from her car to Sandwell Hospital with¬ 
out aids or assistance and with no obvious sign of 
a limp in April 2013. That month the probe was 
broadened to include her daughter after it was 
discovered that Manson-Perry had applied for a 
disability parking permit. 

Inquiries revealed she was also picking up 
disability living allowance. They were arrested 
on August 21, 2013. During their trials, both 
women maintained they were innocent of bene-

fit fraud but were convicted of failing to report a 
change in circumstances. 

It was not suggested that either claim was 
fraudulent from the outset but neither reported 
improvements in their condition. 

Judge Robin Onions told Manson-Perry: “At 
some stage your mobility significantly increased 
and I am satisfied you knew that.”

NHS Trust which runs Sandwell General and 
City Hospitals said: “The Trust is aware that 
two members of staff have been found guilty 
of offences related to benefit fraud. Upon their 
conviction both members of staff were suspended 
whilst formal investigations are ongoing to as¬ 
sess whether disciplinary action should be taken. 

“The formal investigations are expected to 
conclude in March.”

Will Peace sell up as Baggies chairman? 


SPECULATION is growing over the finan¬ 
cial future of West Bromwich Albion after 
chairman Jeremy Peace announced he is 
actively seeking a buyer for the club. 

Peace has launched a hunt for new inves¬ 
tors that could lead to him selling his con¬ 
trolling stake in the Baggies for the right 
price, coming hot on the heels of a bumper 
Premier League TV deal. 

Albion, which could be worth more than 
£40 million following the new £5.14bn 
broadcast rights deal announced last week, 


has issued a document to experts in the City 
in a bid to sell itself as an attractive invest¬ 
ment to British or overseas businessmen. 

And while he believes an outright bid for 
his 76 per cent controlling stake is unlikely, 
Peace would consider selling if the right 
offer was received. 

The document highlights Albion’s five 
successive seasons in the Premier League, 
its rich history and its debt-free accounts as 
key selling points. 

Peace last made a public appeal for inves¬ 


tors in 2008 following the club’s promotion 
to the Premier League under Tony Mow¬ 
bray but he received no formal offers. 

Although he initially set a deadline in 
2008 for expressions of interest, he has 
since reiterated that the door remains 
open to anyone willing to make an offer for 
shares. However, this latest move is his first 
active appeal for new investors since 2008. 

Last year he launched the latest of sev¬ 
eral share buyouts which saw him increase 
his stake to 76 per cent. 


Alan Cleverley, secretary of the West 
Bromwich Albion Supporters’ Club, said: “I 
would be very sad to see him go. He has had 
his critics over the years but he has kept 
us together, there is very little debt and in 
the last five years kept us in the Premier 
League and the training facilities here are 
unbelievable. I am shocked.” 

Albion’s local rivals Aston Villa have been 
unable to find a buyer since the club was 
put up for sale by American owner Randy 
Lerner last year. 


Historic park to get £5m 
facelift with new pavilion 


A £5.5 MILLION revamp of historic West 
Smethwick Park, including its landmark 
bandstand, boathouse and drinking fountain, 
has been unveiled. 

Sandwell Council has revealed long-awaited resto¬ 
ration plans for the park which dates back to 1895. 
A memorial to world-famous glass manufacturer Sir 
James Chance, which stands at the entrance, will 


also be spruced up. 

The airmen’s memorial - 
dedicated to two RAF pilots 
who died when their plane 
crashed in the park 70 years 
ago - will also be revamped. 

A new community pavil¬ 
ion would be provided at 
the park, off Holly Lane, 
and the parkland would be 
restored to how it was when 
the site was founded under 
the proposals. 

The council is keen to 
restore the park’s ‘historic 
features’ which also include 
the bandstand, boathouse 
and drinking fountain. 

Exciting 

Sandwell Council’s deputy 
leader Steve Eling described 
the scheme as ‘exciting’ and 
said he was keen for work to 
start as soon as funding was 
in place. The council will be 
lodging a bid for £385,350 
from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund to kick-start the work 
before submitting an second 
application for a total of 
£4.8m. 

The rest of the cash will 
come from council funds 
and bosses also hope to re¬ 
cruit volunteers to help with

some of the work. It’s hoped 
the first phase of work could 
begin in July when detailed 
plans for the restoration will 
be drawn up. 

The proposals will be dis¬ 
cussed by members of the 
council’s cabinet at a meet¬ 
ing tomorrow when they are 
expected to approve the first 
round funding application. 

Assistant chief executive 
Melanie Dudley said: “Parks 
and countryside services are 
seeking approval to submit 
a first round application for 
£385,350 to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund for a Parks 
for People Grant. 

“The funding will be used 
to carry out development 
work required to support a 
further application to Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund to com¬ 
plete the restoration of the 
historic features in West 
Smethwick Park.” 

Councillor Eling said: 
“We are very proud of our 
parks in Sandwell. We have 
12 Green Flag parks - which 
is the national mark of qual¬ 
ity for parks.” 


Prayer hall thrown out

lack of parking spaces. The centre would have opened in 
Halesowen Road, Old Hill, for the Muslim community. But 
concerns were raised by councillors when it was revealed 
up to 100 people would be expected to attend on Friday 
afternoons. The plans for the former Sunday school only 
included 30 parking spaces.

Parcel depot overhaul may see jobs go 


UP to 28 jobs could be at risk dur¬ 
ing a reorganisation of the home¬ 
working and coaching departments 
at delivery company DPD’s huge 
parcel depot, which is based at 
Smethwick. 

But the company, which has cre¬ 
ated 2,000 new jobs nationwide over 
the last two years as it expands, 
says it is hoping to offer alternative 
jobs t o those who may be affected. 


DPD says it has invested £4 
million in a centralised customer 
services department, upgrading 
systems and automating some pro¬ 
cesses which has in turn reduced 
its reliance on manually-created 
reports. 

A spokesman said: “This, com¬ 
bined with significant changes in 
the way we interact with customers 
in recent years, has resulted in the 


potential loss of 28 jobs across the 
homeworker and coaching teams. 
“A consultation process is now 
underway and will continue until 
March 11. 

“Our aim is to redeploy the indi¬ 
viduals concerned wherever possible 
and we are confident that we will be 
able to offer alternative positions to 
most, if not all of those affected.” 

DPD has grown to employ 9,000 


in the UK, with more than 2,500 of 
them at its sites in Smethwick and 
Oldbury, and says it expects to con¬ 
tinue adding jobs as it invests in the 
business. 

It recently completed a new 
£100m sorting hub at Hinckley in 
Leicestershire and is launching its 
own parcel shop network in June, 
baseed in Stoke-on-Trent, to be 
called DPD PickUp.

AFTER 60 years gathering met¬ 
aphorical dust, the sequel to 
Harper Lee’s To Kill a Mocking¬ 
bird will finally reach our book¬ 
shelves this summer. 

No doubt English teachers 
across the country will be sal¬ 
ivating with excitement, but I 
don’t think I will be queuing to 
grab the first copy. 

Actually, To Kill a Mockingbird, 
a tale of injustice and prejudice 
in 1930s Alabama, taught me all 
I know about English literature, 
although probably not in the way 
that my teachers intended. 

One can only assume that 
those who drew up the English 
literature syllabus at the time 
thought that including a 20th 
century novel from across the 
Atlantic probably made them 
seem a bit trendy and edgy. 

You know, ‘never mind all that 
stuffy old Dickens, we’re down 
with the kids and tackling re¬ 
al-life social issues, daddy oh!’ 
Or words to that effect. 

Anyway, having read the book 
from cover to cover, we were 
tasked with writing a review, 
outlining our thoughts on the 
work. And truculent teenager 
that I was, I said I didn’t like it. 
Something along the lines that it 
lacked nuance, and seemed to 
be more about pushing a per¬ 
sonal, idealogical message with 
the subtlety of a sledgehammer, 
rather than about entertaining 
the reader. In other words, it was 
a bit like EastEnders. 

Oh, my teacher’s reaction, I 
can still remember it now. The 
exasperation coupled with dis¬ 
belief. How could I, a teenage 
boy, take it upon myself to crit¬ 
icise one of the great authors of 
our time? Perhaps looking back, 
almost three decades later, he 
probably had a bit of a point. But 
I was 15, and not given to con¬ 
sidered opinion. 

Anyway, diligent so-and-so 
that I was, I did as instructed, 
and re-wrote the review stating 
precisely what I was supposed 
to say, something about the 
‘mockingbird motif, whatever 
that was, and how beautifully 
drawn the characters were. “It is 
undoubtedly an excellent novel,” 
was my conclusion if I remember 
rightly. 

And it did the trick, top marks. 
So when it came to the next 
book on the syllabus, which 
was an even more worthy - in 
other words, dull - tome about 
apartheid in South Africa, I knew 
exactly what to do. I read about 
a third of the book: something 
about ‘all roads lead to Johan¬ 
nesburg’ was all I remember, 
which is pretty much the sort of 
information you can get from a 
road atlas. And having managed 
80 or so pages, I then wrote an 
essay about what an excellent 
piece of work it was, trotting out 
all the establishment lines I had 
been directed to by my teachers. 
Bingo! Top marks again. 

It proved to be a winning for¬ 
mula, which could be adapted 
for anything from Ted Hughes 
to Shakespeare. Don’t have an 
opinion, just trot out what the 
academics want to hear.

Signs serve as a 
window into past 



The businesses may have 
long gone but they have 
left behind their mark, as 
ADAM BURLING explains 

THEY hark back to a bygone 
era - the cheery signs, hand- 
painted on brickwork, extolling 
the virtues of everything from 
boots to beer. 

Many advertise businesses that 
have long since closed down, with 
some of these so-called ghost signs 
dating back to Victorian and Ed¬ 
wardian times. 

Some are protected and will remain for 
generations to come. Others have been 
left to fade away on gables of home and 
corner shops. For many passers-by these 
signs are just part of the landscapes - 
with little thought given to their signif¬ 
icance or historical links - for others a 
fascinating window into the past. 

Clues 

Staffordshire and the Black Country 
are home to scores of these signs - with 
many featuring in a new online national 
archive of more than 1,000 images - set 
up as people delve for clues as to their 
origins. 

One of the most noticeable in the 
Black Country is an advertisement for 
Hanson’s Mild Ale on a bridge over Bir¬ 
mingham New Road in Dudley. Passed 
by thousands of drivers each day, it is in 
a prime location that would cost firms a 
small fortune to rent out nowadays. 

And it even has the slogan ‘A strong 
link with the past’ penned above - a 
phrase which has taken on a different 
meaning since the firm closed in 1991, 
despite producing one of the Black Coun¬ 
try’s most famous milds for more than 
100 years. 

Overlooking Wolverhampton’s ring 
road is a well-preserved smart black and

white sign for shoemakers James Baker 
& Sons Ltd, on the side of the firm’s old 
factory in Cleveland Road. The empty 
building is now up for let but is Grade 
II listed, meaning it is classed as being 
of ‘national importance’. 

Also in the city the old W Evans iron¬ 
mongers sign in School Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton is still preserved in brickwork, 
despite the shop itself being long gone. 

Mystery surrounds the origins of the 
Ale & Porter Stores sign above a dis¬ 
used unit in Upper Villiers Street, Wol¬ 
verhampton. Residents believe that was 


the original name of the corner shop, 
but online forums have failed to find 
out any more. 

Sometimes the signs do not always 
fit in with the business that has subse¬ 
quently taken over the shop - such as 
The Tool Market in Great Bridge High 
Street that sits below an advert for 
Twinings Tea featuring the Little Miss 
Barber character. 

A little girl wearing a frilly, striped 
dress, Little Miss Barber was also seen 
on adverts for Orantips Tea - includ¬ 
ing one in Stafford Street, Walsall on 


the side of the ‘HiRez’ design and print 
shop. The historical importance of the 
sign was used in an application to add 
the building to the ‘list of local architec¬ 
tural and historic interest’ in Walsall in 
2005/6, although it has since been par¬ 
tially covered by a modern advertising 
board. 

Little Miss Barber also appears on 
painted advertisements for Barber’s 
and Twining teas in Crankhall Lane, 
Wednesbury and Shaftmoor Lane, Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Elsewhere in Walsall, a Harper’s Bil¬ 
ston Noted Ales & Stout advertisement 
can be seen over the Hole in the Wall 
fabric store in Goodall Street. It was 
for RA Harper’s Hill Park Brewery of 
Bilston, which was acquired by Eley’s 
Brewery of Stafford in 1924 and closed 
in 1928 when Eley’s was taken over by 
Butler’s of Wolverhampton. 

Nip-a-Kofs, black cough sweets were a 
popular item of stock at grocery shop H 
Hopley’s - which was opened in 1947 in 
Wolverhampton Road, Cannock by Hu¬ 
bert Hopley. 

Secret 

Made to a secret recipe they were a 
must have for Black Country workers as 
it offered a solution to the throat irrita¬ 
tion from the dust in the pits. 

Hangers enamel paint is another 
long-defunct brand that can still be 
seen in Walsall Road, West Bromwich. 
The advert urges people to buy it from 
Hopkins, which, it is believed, was once 
a hardware store in the area. 

The Express & Star has an advert 
above the old Television and Video 
Centre in Ridding Lane, Wednesbury. 
Promoting the Wednesbury & District 
edition, it has become a well-known 
sight. 

Sam, an advertising worker, became 
fascinated with the historic logos he saw 
above old buildings, so started a blog and 
within weeks he was inundated by peo¬ 
ple who had seen similar signs on their 
streets.

FOR a few months at least 
it’ll feel like the world revolves 
around us. If you haven’t worked 
it out by now, then in the words 
of Ron Burgundy, you’re ‘kind of 
a big deal’. 

The reason? You live in the 
West Midlands. And that means 
there’s a very good chance 
you’re either in a ‘key’ marginal 
seat or very close to one. 

All the good news being un¬ 
veiled by the coalition is target¬ 
ed towards places like this. The 
Tories are desperate for you to 
hear that their ‘long term eco¬ 
nomic plan’ is working. 

Labour, meanwhile, wants to 
tell you that the growth we’ve 
been experiencing is benefiting 
only the few and that too many 
of the new jobs are rather miser¬ 
able, zero hours ones. 

For the Conservatives, now 
is the time to be pulling rabbits 
from hats. Education secretary 
Nicky Morgan started her week 
in Walsall, touring Rivers Prima¬ 
ry Academy, one of the schools 
across the country in line for a 
complete rebuild. 

The visit was official govern¬ 
ment business and the local 
Labour MP David Winnick was 
informed. He was also told there 
would be no political candidate 
there. It turned out, however, 
that his Conservative opponent, 
the keen Douglas Hansen Luke, 
was there and sat with Mrs Mor¬ 
gan during her Press interviews. 

Mr Winnick was so annoyed 
he tabled questions in Parlia¬ 
ment only to be told that gov¬ 
ernment officials would not ‘be 
expected to be involved in ar¬ 
rangements with Prospective 
Parliamentary Candidates’. 

There’s certainly nothing to 
suggest anyone did anything 
they should not have done. 

But incumbency has its ad¬ 
vantages. In 2010 Gordon Brown 
launched the Labour manifesto 
from the then brand spanking 
new Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham. 

He was asked if he was doing 
anything wrong using an NHS 
facility for a political launch, only 
to point out that at that stage the 
building was still held by a con¬ 
struction firm and had yet to be 
passed on to the NHS. 

There are some positive things 
that come out at times like this 
as well. George Osborne, for ex¬ 
ample, wants to put £5.2 billion 
into the transport network in the 
Midlands-widening motorways, 
electrifying rail lines and more. 

He wants to tackle the defi¬ 
cit we have in productivity - we 
have 16 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion but only 13 per cent of the 
economic output. 

And there will be new powers 
on skills devolved from Westmin¬ 
ster to local authorities, poten¬ 
tially to the looming combined 
authority for the Black Country 
and Birmingham. It is dangled 
before us as an incentive to stick 
with the Conservatives. 

All most can do is hope the 
wafer thin majorities of some of 
the seats in the Black Country 
result in promises that will be 
kept whoever wins the election.

MP backs CCTV 
call over animals 

AN MP has backed calls 
for the Government to in¬ 
troduce laws stating CCTV 
should be installed in 
slaughterhouses. 

Animal rights group Ani¬ 
mal Aid is leading the cam¬ 
paign in favour of cameras 
after carrying out an un¬ 
dercover investigation in¬ 
side UK slaughterhouses. 

The pressure group re¬ 
cently obtained footage of 
animals being beaten and 
burned with cigarettes, as 
well as other animals being 
improperly stunned and 
treated badly. 

West Bromwich East 
MP Tom Watson said: “I 
believe the introduction 
of compulsory CCTV in 
UK slaughterhouses will 
increase animal protection 
and allow those caught on 
film breaking the law to be 
prosecuted.” 

New Fiddle all set 
to open in Brum 

THE final preparations are 
taking place for the Fiddle 
and Bone pub opening up 
for business on March 1, in 
Birmingham. 

Situated beside the Main 
Line Canal, and next door 
to the Barclaycard Arena, 
true to the venue’s previ¬ 
ous musical heritage, the 
pub will provide four bars 
featuring local musicians 
to entertain the punters. 

Based at Sheepcote 
Street, the new venture 
is provided by Sherborne 
Wharf Ltd in partnership 
with the Canal and River 
Trust. 

On the opening day 
there will be beer delivered 
by canal as well as a coal 
delivery. 


Jilted lover who sent image 
found guilty of harassment 


A JILTED man who got dumped by his former 
lover was found guilty of harassment after he 
sent a pornographic image of the woman - to 
her own daughter. 

Jason Cotterill, aged 42, even emailed the woman 
a link to a sex video she was in and threatened to 
post it on her Facebook page. 


A court heard the 42-year- 
old woman was ‘driven in¬ 
sane’ after Cotterill spent a 
year bombarding her with 
‘disgusting’ messages from 
his 67 different Facebook 
profiles. 

Cotterill, of Oldbury, was 
found guilty of harassment 
without violence after a trial 
at Birmingham Magistrates 
Court on Friday. 

District Judge David Rob¬ 
inson said: “The defendant 
has either been framed or 
he did it. I found the com¬ 
plainant to be a credible and 
reliable witness. I find it en¬ 
tirely implausible that she 
stitched the defendant up.” 

The court heard Cotterill 
and the victim were in con¬ 
tact through Facebook in 
2013. They met up for three 
dates between January and 
September 2013 but had sex 
on just one occasion. 

Shortly afterwards the 
woman ended the relation¬ 
ship but Cotterill refused to 
accept her decision. During 
the trial the woman said 
having sex with Cotterill 
had been a ‘mistake’. 

She said: “I blocked him

on Facebook. I unfriended 
him on Facebook. 

“He started setting up 
different profiles on Face- 
book to send me messages. 
He also sent my family mes¬ 
sages and my friends’ mes¬ 
sages because he couldn’t 
get to me. I was very upset, 
it drove me insane, it made 
me depressed. I’m on med¬ 
ication. His language was 
absolutely disgusting. He 
was asking me why I wasn’t 
playing any more, calling me 
names.” 

In October 2014, in ref¬ 
erence to the complainant’s 
explicit video, Cotterill 
emailed her saying he would 
use it as his ‘profile picture’. 

He also taunted the vic¬ 
tim on Facebook, the court 
heard. Giving evidence, 
Cotterill admitted sending 
the woman the video, but 
claimed it was because he 
wanted to ‘warn her’ it was 
on the internet. Cotterill 
was bailed and ordered to 
return to court for sentenc¬ 
ing on March 6. 


Ward opens to help patients’ trip home

A NEW hospital ward will 
free up acute beds by tem¬ 
porarily housing patients 
declared medically-fit but 
who cannot be sent home 
straight away. 

It has opened at Rowley 
Regis Hospital and is a joint 
initiative between Sandwell 
Council and Sandwell and 
West Birmingham NHS 
Trust. 

Officials said the 20- 
bed ward was designed for 
patients medically-fit for 
discharge but unable to im¬ 
mediately return home be¬ 
cause care packages are still 
being finalised. 

Patients awaiting trans¬ 
fer from hospital to care or 
nursing homes will also use 
the new ward. 

Bosses said it was ex¬ 
pected people would only 
spend around 72 hours in 
the ward before being dis¬ 
charged. 

It will be staffed at all 
times by one qualified nurse 
along with workers from 
care service Sevacare. 

Officials said the new 
ward would free up acute 
beds at Sandwell General 
Hospital and Birmingham’s 
City Hospital alongside 
those in other wards at 
Rowley Regis Hospital.

A GRANDFATHER says he is 
lucky to be alive after a car 
smashed into his conserva¬ 
tory in West Bromwich. 

Alan Harvey usually spends 
his mornings in his conservatory 
drinking coffee and listening to 
music - but on this occasion had 
got up to bring in his wheelie bins. 

The silver Honda Civic smashed 
through a garden wall and into the 
side of the house in Francis Street, 
coming within feet of the lounge. 

Alan and his wife Iris told how they 


heard a ‘massive bang’ as a neigh¬ 
bour’s car ploughed through their 
wall. Much of their conservatory has 
been reduced to rubble by the crash. 

The driver is believed to have fallen 
ill at the wheel before the accident at 
10.50am on February 10. He was not 
seriously hurt but was taken to hospi¬ 
tal to be checked over. 

Mr Harvey, aged 71, said: “Very 
often I sit in the conservatory and 
listen to music with a coffee in the 
morning. 

“But it was bin day and I had gone 
out to fetch the bins. I had just fin¬ 
ished when it happened. 


“Any other day and I might have 
been in there.” 

Mrs Harvey, aged 73, was upstairs 
at the time and said she initially had 
no idea what had happened. Soon the 
extent of the damage became clear. 

Crews from West Bromwich Fire 
Station arrived to recover the dam¬ 
aged car and make sure the house was 
safe. 

The damaged conservatory will be 
assessed by the couple’s insurers. 

But Mr Harvey said the damage 
could have been worse. “If it had 
been further over it could have gone 
through the lounge,” he said.

Caring Katie offers her 
help beyond the wards

KATIE BOWDEN 

Health care assistant 



WITH both youth and ded¬ 
ication, 26-year-old Health 
Care Assistant (HCA) Katie 
Bowden delivers excellent 
care to patients at work. 

She also runs her own charity 
to support dementia patients and 
their families in her spare time. 

Employed by Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
Katie, from Great Barr, has been 
working at SWBH for two years but 
has already made her mark, caring 
compassionately for patients on ward 
D43 at City Hospital. 

Katie’s main responsibility is to 
safely care for patients and ensure 
that they have everything that they 
need. But she also goes beyond her 
call of duty by organising hand-craft- 
ing sessions that encourage patients to 
try creating greeting cards or making 
little ‘sun catchers’. 

Starting her career as an HCA in 
child care, Katie moved into adult care 
when she realised this was the field 
where she would like to develop her 
career. She explained: “I genuinely 
care about every single patient that 
comes through the door, and treat 
them all with the same care that my 
own grandmother has. Not only have 
I found this job rewarding, I have also 
enjoyed the social aspect, as I have 
many interesting conversations with 
patients, who are always willing to 
share their past and history. I feel 
like I have learned so much and have 
grown since working here.” 

Katie recalled a memorable occasion 
when she and her colleagues organised 
the Christmas party for patients and 
staff. Not only did everyone enjoy the 
party, they also raised around £150 
for the ward. She said: “I truly enjoy 
working here. The amount of support 
that I receive from my colleagues is 
tremendous and I feel so grateful to be 
working alongside with them.” 


Whilst working full-time at the 
Trust, Katie also found the time to 
establish her charity - the Sunrise 
Project 2014. The charity aims to pro¬ 
vide support to dementia patients and 
their families and make sure that they 
are aware of what help is available to 
them. 

The idea of setting up this charity 
came to Katie when her family were 
unable to find local help for her grand¬ 
mother - who had dementia. Katie 
said it was a hard time for the family, 
as they were not sure how to cope with 
dementia. This experience motivated 
Katie to set up her charity to help 
dementia patients and their families. 
The charity, which covers the West 
Midland region, had excited great in¬ 
terest from the public and is going very 
well.

The charity 
also plans a series of coffee mornings 
for patients and their families to meet 


and talk about what they are going 
through or what help that they need. 

Katie’s plan for the future is to 
apply for a nursing course and develop 
her charity to meet the ever increasing 
interest from dementia patients and 
their families. 

Her own hero is her mother and her 
grandmother. Katie said: “My mother 
has always been there for me. My 
grandmother is my role model. She 
was a very independent and strong 
woman, and would do anything to help 
other people. Even in her eighties she 
still helped the church to take care of 
the garden. Although she is now suf¬ 
fering from dementia, and cannot do 
everything she once did, I still love her 
wholeheartedly. ”

Shock after lOOmph chase ends 
with car ploughing through wall 


NEIGHBOURS have spoken of 
their shock after a high speed 
police chase ended with a car 
ploughing through garden wall. 

They said it sounded like a ‘bomb had 
gone off as the 40-year-old man lost 
control and careered off the road. 

A trail of destruction was left behind by 
the blue Ford Focus that demolished a lamp 
post and a 20mph sign before going through 
the wall. 

Bricks and debris are scattered across a 
front garden after the accident, which hap¬ 
pened in the early hours yesterday, which 
demolished part of a 2ft-tall wall. 

Midnight 

The driver from Wolverhampton failed to 
stop for officers in Victoria Street, Wednes- 
bury, after running through a red light 
shortly after midnight. 

And as traffic police gave chase, the blue 
Ford Focus reached speeds of lOOmph in a 
30mph zone. 

The driver eventually lost control on Bil- 
ston Road at the junction with Darlaston 
Road and demolished a lamppost and a wall 
before coming to rest in a garden. 

He was taken to Walsall Manor Hospital 


with minor injuries and will be questioned 
on suspicion of driving while under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol and dangerous driving. 

The road was closed with diversions down 
Whitley Street while debris was cleared. 

Mother-of-one Donna Crofton, aged 48, 
said the car only stopped inches away from 
her semi-detached house. 

Her son Rhys, aged 11, was asleep at the 
time. 

“I heard something but I wasn’t sure what 
it was because it was so loud and sounded 
like a bomb had gone off,” she said. 

“I looked outside and saw the car was in 
the garden. It had gone straight through the 
wall and destroyed it. 

“I was in shock, luckily it had managed 
to stop before the house otherwise we could 
have been in real trouble.” 

“Normally we park our car in the garden, 
luckily we hadn’t left it there overnight. 

“If it hadn’t have ricocheted off the lamp- 
post it would have gone into the kitchen.” 

Neighbour Stan Page, 78, added: “The 
wall has been knocked over three times be¬ 
fore. 

“I was in bed fast asleep and I came out to 
see bricks all over the garden. 

“It’s dangerous doing those speeds on the 
motorway. “

Fire crews in 
rescue drama 
as blaze hits 

A MAN had to be rescued by firefight¬ 
ers from the upstairs bedroom of his 
home following a blaze downstairs. 

Three fire engines were called to the 
fire at a house in The Oval, Smeth¬ 
wick, shortly before 2am on Sunday. 

The man was rescued and taken to 
hospital suffering from the effects of 
smoke inhalation. 

Following the blaze, charred fur¬ 
niture, including sofas, were left in 
the garden at the front of the home, 
while the lounge window was boarded 
up and there was evidence of smoke 
damage around the porch. 

A neighbour, who did not wish to be 
named, said the first she knew about 
the incident was when her daughter 
came downstairs to tell her she had 
heard shouting from next door, which 
had woken her. 

She added: “It is just one of those 
horrible things that happen. All we 
knew was that he had been taken to 
hospital. 

“I think my daughter heard some¬ 
one shouting and that woke her up. It 
is always upsetting when things like 
this happen, but we hope he gets well 
soon.” 

She said the other concern was 
whether she would have to evacuate 
her home in case the flames spread, 
but the fire crews advised her she was 
safe to stay in her home. 

The fire crews stayed on the scene 
until 9.30am.

Interview by Danny Farragher 


THERE are two things which 
quickly become obvious 
about folk musicians Kathryn 
Roberts and Sean Lakeman. 

First they are passionate about their 
music; second they are a duo in every 
sense, whether playing live, song writ¬ 
ing, putting together an album or being 
parents - they are a team. 

Even when talking to them individu¬ 
ally, each is repeatedly referring to the 
other and the roles they take in their 
shared life and work. 

“We work really well together,” con¬ 
firms Lakeman, who is from Devon. 
“Kathryn is really creative and good at 
coming up with sparks and ideas, and I 
am quite good at fleshing them out and 
bringing them together as a package 
and giving them a sound. 

“We work well as a team in all as¬ 
pects, not just in the song writing but in 
the live gigs and all sorts. We’ve both 
got different strengths and we play to 
those individually. 

“Kathryn is very good at sparking 
ideas. For example the song about the 
52 hertz whale, (a track from their lat¬ 
est album Tomorrow Will Follow Today) 
came from a science journal.” 

Roberts comes across as a vora¬ 
cious reader. 

“I never actively set out to look for a 
subject for songs,” admits the former 
Barnsley lass who lives in Tavistock 
with husband Sean and their twin sev- 
en-year-old daughters Lily and Poppy. 
“I do read an awful lot and I am very 
undiscerning. I tend to hoover up 
everything I can whether it’s online, in 
a library or just with our own books 
at home. There is always something 
which triggers an idea; makes me think 
‘Ooh, I wonder if we could give that a 
little more depth, could that become

a song?’ I have never consciously 
thought, Today I will look for an in¬ 
teresting story that we can turn into a 
song and that will be today’s job done’, 
I have never been able to work like that. 

“At home I have a big folder of ideas 
and half-formed stories for songs and 
I tend to sit down with Sean and say 
right is there anything which catches 
your fancy or piques your interest. 

Excited 

“Then we take it from there. 

“We have both got to feel excited 
and enthused, because if one of us is 
only half-heartedly into something you 
don’t get a really good response and, 
you’re not really giving it your all. I have 
so many ideas in this folder that I don’t 
care if Sean says. ‘Nah, not that one 
and turns the page’, it’s fine, there’s 
another one there and I am quite happy 
for it to work in that way.” 

Once that process is started this is 
where Lakeman’s strengths for produc¬ 
ing come into play. He has been in the 
music industry since he was a child. 
The elder brother of Seth and Sean, he 
has been an integral part of what many 


would class as a folk dynasty as well as 
a highly respected musician in his own 
right. Sean has produced their latest 
album, released on February 23, and 
his experience and passion for what 
he does means he is in demand in the 
studio and is respected throughout the 
industry. Perhaps one of the reasons 
for this that when it comes to putting 
tracks together, going through the mo¬ 
tions is not on his agenda. 

“I am passionate about what I do, 
and if you are making a record then it’s 
all consuming, so unless you feel that 
passion about the music, or artist or 
material then you are not doing your¬ 
self or the artist justice. 

“I enjoy just bringing out better per¬ 
formances from people, that’s what’s 
satisfying, and to be able to take peo¬ 
ple to places where they didn’t think 
they could go by themselves.” 

Tomorrow Will Follow Today is re¬ 
leased on the Iscream label on Febru¬ 
ary 23. 

Roberts and Lakeman are at the 
Kitchen Garden Cafe, Birmingham 
on February 22 at 8pm, doors open 
7.30pm and tickets are £10.

Care firm staff's shock at 
'utter devastation' of firm 


A CARE firm’s Oldbury base is operating 
as its headquarters following a devastat¬ 
ing blaze which gutted its main premises in 
Wednesfield. 

Staff at Charter Care in Linthouse Lane have 
spoke of their ‘utter devastation’ after the arson at¬ 
tack. Equipment used by workers and the records of 
thousands of people being cared for were destroyed 


as flames tore through th< 

Carers gathered at the ru¬ 
ined building, in Linthouse 
Lane, which was used by 80 
members of staff, including 
carers and administrative 
workers. 

Carer Helen Barrett, 52, 
of Wolverhampton, who has 
worked for the company six 
years, said everyone was 
still in shock over what had 
happened. “No-one could 
believe it when we first 
heard about the attack,” she 
said. “All of our equipment 
was in the building along 
with the records and medi¬ 
cal information of the peo¬ 
ple we care for. We are just 
thankful no-one was hurt. 

“The loss of the building 
is a real blow. Although the 
care work takes place in the 
community having a base is 
vital for the co-ordination of 
the service and for the stor¬ 
ing of equipment. We will 
support the managers in 
whatever way we can. At the 
moment it is difficult to see 
where we can go from here.”

She said although the 
building was insured, staff 
were also planning to hold 
fundraising events to help 
get the site rebuilt. “We will 
do anything we can. Char¬ 
ity events, car boot sales 
and everything else we can 
think of. We are utterly 
devastated by what has hap¬ 
pened.” 

Staff urged anyone with 
information to contact the 
authorities at the earliest 
opportunity. Officials from 
the company have said ser¬ 
vices to clients would not be 
affected. 

They will keep a track of 
the work being done despite 
computerised schedules 
being destroyed. Services 
are now being run from 
the company’s office in Bir¬ 
mingham Street, Oldbury 
but officials have said the 
Wednesfield office had been 
the main base of operations.

Revamp of 
parcel firm 
may see 28 
jobs axed 

UP to 28 jobs could be at 
risk in a reorganisation 
of the homeworking and 
coaching departments at 
delivery company DPD’s 
huge parcel depot at 
Smethwick. 

But the company, which 
also has premises in Old¬ 
bury, has created 2,000 
new jobs nationwide over 
the last two years as it ex¬ 
pands. It says it is hoping 
to offer alternative jobs to 
those affected. 

DPD says it has invested 
£4 million a centralised 
customer services depart¬ 
ment, upgrading systems 
and automating some pro¬ 
cesses which has reduced 
its reliance on manual¬ 
ly-created reports. 

A spokesman said: “This, 
combined with significant 
changes in the way we in¬ 
teract with customers, has 
resulted in the potential 
loss of 28 jobs across the 
homeworker and coaching 
teams. A consultation pro¬ 
cess is now underway and 
will continue until March 
11 . 

“Our aim is to redeploy 
the individuals concerned 
wherever possible and we 
are confident that we will 
be able to offer alternative 
positions to most.” 

DPD has grown to em¬ 
ploy 9,000 in the UK and 
says it expects to continue 
adding jobs. It recently 
completed a new £100m 
sorting hub at Hinckley 
in Leicestershire and is 
launching its own parcel 
shop network in June, 
based in Stoke-on-Trent, 
to be called DPD PickUp.

Blind Dave building up 
support for charity run 


WELL-KNOWN fundraiser ‘Blind 
Dave’ Heeley has been given a 
£1,000 charity boost as he starts his 
final preparations for the hottest 
race on earth across the Sahara De¬ 
sert. 

The Black Country marathon man 
received the donation from the West 
Brom Building Society in aid of his 
appeal for the Albion Foundation. 

Dave plans to become the first 
blind person to tackle the gruelling 
150 mile, six day Marathon Des Sa¬ 
bles race across the Sahara in April. 

He wants to raise £30,000 for the 
Albion Foundation, which works 
with children and young people with 
disabilities or disadvantages.

Prayer hall refused 
for lack of parking 

A PLAN to create a prayer hall and community centre in 
the Black Country has been refused by councillors over a 
lack of parking spaces. The centre would have opened in 
Halesowen Road, Old Hill, for the Muslim community. But 
concerns were raised by councillors when it was revealed 
up to 100 people would be expected to attend on Friday 
afternoons. The plans for the former Sunday school site 
only included 30 parking spaces. 

Although the applicant claimed a deal had been struck 
with the nearby Platinum Plaza venue to use its car park, 
members of Sandwell Council’s Planning Committee were 
uncomfortable about the lack of a legal agreement. 

The Holy Trinity Church, which is based in Halesowen 
Road, had objected to the proposals, fearing the impact doz¬ 
ens of parked cars could have on its ability to stage wed¬ 
dings and funerals. 

Councillor Roger Horton said: “I agree the building itself 
is brilliant but it’s in the wrong location. Children walk 
along there as well and I don’t think it’s safe for children.”

Display backtracks on 
railways' colourful past 


BITTER disputes, a fatal ac¬ 
cident and the unstoppable 
growth of industry - Wolver¬ 
hampton’s railways have a 
colourful past. 

And now the untold stories of 
the city’s network are being re¬ 
vealed in a new exhibition. 

The event at Bantock House Mu¬ 
seum looks at the origin of railways 
in Wolverhampton and the important 
role they have played in the city’s de¬ 
velopment. 

A range of artefacts, documents and 
information are displayed in the exhi¬ 
bition, with recordings of steam trains 
providing the soundtrack. The exhib¬ 
its were loaned to the museum by rail¬ 
way historians Simon Dewey, Mervyn 
Srodzinsky and Ned Williams. 

Steam trains were built in Wolver¬ 
hampton at the Stafford Road Loco¬ 
motive Works near Dunstall, which 
opened in 1849 and where the new 
2-2-2 express single locomotives were 
created in 1859. In 1864 a new super-

intendent joined the works and devel¬ 
oped a new way of working by which 
new parts were added to old locomo¬ 
tives - which became known as the 
‘Wolverhampton style.’ 

This is just one of the fascinating 
stories told through the exhibition, 
which also charts the history of bitter 
disputes on the lines over years. 

Importance 

The importance of the line led to 
the so-called ‘railway battles’ - two 
disputes between the Shrewsbury & 
Birmingham Railway (SBR) and the 
London & North Western Railway 
(LNWR) over agreements to use the 
Stour Valley line through to the high 
level station in Wolverhampton. 

The first battle took place in 1850 
when workmen from the rival com¬ 
panies confronted each other and the 
mayor, policeman and the military 


armed with bayonets had to intervene. 

The second battle followed a year 
later which took place just south of 
Wolverhampton’s current station. 

An SBR train arrived in Wolver¬ 
hampton around 9am and departed 
shortly after. It didn’t get far though 
as the LNWR had blocked the line 
with two locomotives.The firm had 
also derailed another locomotive and 
removed parts of track. 

Both sets of workmen confronted 
each other and the SBR train tried to 
push the LNWR train down the line 
but to no avail. The mayor, police and 
military again had to intervene. 

Other historic events covered in¬ 
cluded a crash at the Portobello junc¬ 
tion in 1899 in which two railway 
workers died. 

Artefacts on show include a model 
steam engine - built in 1891 to de¬ 
fend a court case relating to emissions 
of sparks, and a plaque from a train 
named after Wrottesley Hall in Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

The exhibition, called One The 
Right Tracks, ends on May 10.

New, top-value SR7 versions of 
four favourite Kia models are 
available across the company’s 
dealer network. 

Every SR7 has a higher specifica¬ 
tion than the 2014 VR7 special-edition 
models. 

LED daytime running lights, cornering 
lights, front foglights, automatic headlight 
control, privacy glass, UV-reducing solar 
glass, dual-zone automatic air condition¬ 
ing and roof rails are the highlights of the 
equipment additions, depending on mod¬ 
el. There are also new alloy wheels and 
colour options. 

This is just the start of a list of new mod¬ 
els, facelifts and product enhancements 
during 2015, spearheaded by a new Sor- 
ento. There will be a new grade ‘4’ version 
of the Carens; facelifts for the Rio and Ven- 
ga; an Alpine Edition Sportage and further 
options with the Soul Mixx and Maxx. 

The Rio and Venga SR7 will be based on 
the respective facelifted models now in UK 
showrooms. The Rio SR7 is available as a 
three- or five-door with an 84bhp, 1,25-li- 
tre petrol engine, or as a five-door with a 
1.1 -litre diesel featuring Kia’s ISG stop/start 
system. In each case the SR7 sits between 
the normal ‘1 Air’ and ‘2’ grades in the line¬ 
up. 

The Rio SR7 features automatic head¬ 
light control, privacy glass on the rear win¬ 
dows and tailgate and UV-reducing solar 
glass in addition to the highlights from last 
year’s VR7 of air conditioning, reversing 
sensors, a leather-trimmed steering wheel 
and gearshifter, Bluetooth, USB and AUX 
ports, electrically-adjustable heated door 


mirrors and electric windows (all four on 
five-door versions). It has the same pre¬ 
mium black cloth upholstery fitted to the 
latest ‘2’ and ‘3’ trim grades, and bespoke 
15in alloy wheels.

A Football League spokes¬ 
man said: “The League re¬ 
ceived notification regarding 
the appointment of receiv¬ 
ers by Birmingham City’s 
holding company. 

“We have requested a 
meeting with the club and 
the appointed receivers at 
the earliest opportunity to 
discuss the matter.” 

Football finance expert 
David Bick says Ernst 
and Young will have to act 
swiftly to demonstrate there 
has been no form of insol¬ 
vency in order to ensure Bir¬ 
mingham are not deducted 
points. “What counts here 
in an insolvency event as it’s 
called, is the opinion of the 
Football League (who will 
decide) if the club is unable 
to discharge all of its obliga¬ 
tions under league rules.” 
Bick said. 

The BIHL board, based in 
Hong Kong, has moved to 
end the internal politics .
